ary of the next-year I. was.at Memphia 
The winter had been unusually severe 
and caused delay In the picking of cot- 
ton. A storm ‘came on—snow and a 
cold wave following. 

“Leaving Memphis, on the way to 
Mississippi, | saw cotton hangi on 
the stalks covered with ice. . Returning 
home by another route, I saw piles of 
frozen seed in the fields and fence cor- 
ners. 
and its slow and destructive march 
from Mexico north and eastward. 

ORIGIN OF A THEORY. 

A theory came to me on the cars. 
The frozen seed on the outside of each 
pile would be planted. Farmers, in 
the warm sun of spring, would sow it 
unthinkingly. Seed deterioration, con- 
tinuing for a year or two together with 
the boll worm, would make cotton 
scarce, according to my lights and 
mathematics. ; 

“Reaching Providence, where I 
lived, I elaborated my theory to my 


father-in-law, who was superintendent 
of the largest cotton manufactory in 
the United States. I gathered infor- 
mation for three years, watching all 
regions of the South, in the meantime, 
very closely. My theory was working 
out, just as if it had been a problem 
in algebra. Then, on principles that 
were as sound as the law of gravita- 
tion, 1 began the bull campaign of 
May, 1903. 

“It was planned as @ squeeze, not as 
a corner.

“Converted steel” is the name of 
new alloy of iron which is being vinasa 
on the market. If the claims made for 
it are fulfilled it will come in very 
general use. While cheaply made, out 
of ordinary cast iron, it has many 
of the virtues of steel, and is a‘ great 
improvements on melleabie iron. 

Common malleable tron is merely cast 
iron which is annealed for days in a 
slow heat, imbedded in some substance 
wihch will draw some of the carbon out 
of it, thus making it. soft and tough. 
Malieable iron is used for thousands 
of purposes where cast iron would be 
too brittle. The new ‘converted 
is produced by a somewhat similar 
process, but the material it is annealed 
in is kept a,secret.
